Tae Grunts-in-aid afforded by Go- 
yernment from the Indian Exchequer 
to the “Indian Tea Syndicate” to- 
wards the introduction of Indian teas 

. into Austratia and. American markets 
are, respectively, $5,000 and $3,000. 

We are told that the Indian Govorn- 
ment is keenly watching the progress 
of the movement to which it has so 
liberally contributed. The interest 
that the Indian Government takes in 
the tea industry is manifested by the 
appointment of a Government Ento- 
mologist, Mr. Wood-Mason ‘to’ en- 
quire into’ the blights affecting the 

. tea-plant. This: gentleman’s — re- 

searches will be directed towards 
mitigating, or exterminating, the 
evil, which periodically causes serious 

. havee in the tea-gardens of Bengal 
“and Assam, The three: most con- 
 spicucus of these insect—“ blights,” 

in the localities mentioned, are those 
commonly designated as the “red- 
spider,” “tea-bug,” and “green fly,” 
whose collective depredations cause 
an annual loss estimated at an aver- 
age of half-a-million dollars to those 
having vested interests ia Indian tea. 

The rapid growth of this industry in 
India has been already adverted to 
in these columns; and there can be 
no safer and surer criterion as to its 


‘which it has attained in reference to 
to imperial interests, than the en- 
couragement and Sapper -accorded 
and practically evinced in the same 
on the part of the Indian Executive. 
We mayadd for the information of

subject that the insect pests referred 
to are not peculiar to the Indian tea 
plantation alone. For instance, Mr.
